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UY BEEMER & SON, drilling 
G contractors, are located in La- 
kota, a little (pop. 443) hamlet in 
north central Lowa just nine miles 
south of the Minnesota state line. 
Now 61, Guy is a portly chap, hale

with polished, profit-loss astuteness. 
“Guy has been in the drilling busi- 
ness a little better than 43° vears, 
generally has two or three rigs on 
hand at all times to handle his pros- 
perous business. Right now he has

a ait must have owned a goodly number 
of rigs. So it has been with Guy. 
It has been some time since he 
bought his first rig, so Guy is not able 
recall off hand just how many he 
vad. But brand names trickle oft 
W-'n-swivel toned tongue like so 
\water pouring out of a high 
et pump: Howell, Ideco, Arm- 
, Star, Ferguson, and even an 
smed wooden framed job all 
bolt@d together and with stecl wheels 
“that made one helluva racket.” But 
he’s had quite a few Bucyrus-Eries, 
too. 
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Back about seven years ago (maybe 
eight), Guy bought his first Bucyrus- 
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Erie, a 22-W, and ever since then he 
hasn't purchased any other make or 
model, has had nine or ten in the 
ensuing vears. What does he do with 
his rigs? Sells them to drilling con- 
tractors, or drillers in the area. 

“Doesn't: pay,” Guy explains. 

“Nowadays, a contractor has to have 
his rig in tip-top shape, has to have 
sharp bits, good lookin’ equipment. 
New rigs with new paint makes peo- 
ple sit up and take notice, draws 
additional business.” 

And Guy tollows through with his 
stay-ahead-ol-the-field idea. Soon as a 
truck has 40,000 miles on it he sends 
it to the garage for a complete over- 
haul. Both of his 22-W’s are mounted 
on 2-ton trucks, one a Ford the othe 
a Chevrolet. 


Methods Pay Off 


He refuses to rest on his past suc- 
cess. All of the weekly (monthlies, 
too) newspapers in the area carry the 
Beemer two-column by 214-in. adver- 
tisement regularly, and Guy figures 
this bit of foresight pays off. He has 
just about all the business he can 
handle now, has had for some time. 

Phat this manner of operating has 
been paying off handsomely is at- 
tested to by last year’s volume: 75 
wells to an average depth of 200 fect. 

With Lakota as the hub, his wheel 
of operations extend in approxi- 
mately a 50 mile radius. Here and 
there he does get a job at 100 miles 
away or thereabouts, but not often. 

Better than 90°, of his jobs are 
confined to the farm type, although 
he has drilled a few industrial wells 
(for creameries), a few drainage wells 
(tor farms), and two municipal wells 
(for Lakota). The industrial and city 
wells ran a bit larger, but the rest 
were either 5 or 6-in. diameter jobs, 
down to around 200 feet. 

Formations in the area run fairly 
consistent, starting with yellow clay, 
then blue clay and red shale with 
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limestone being hit at) anywhere 
from 80 to 150 feet. Just about every 
well put down by Guy in the area is 
down deep in rock. Yet Guy doesn’t 
rely on his own knowledge of forma 
tions, extensive as it might be. Each 
well, before it is begun, has its loca 
tion sent to geologists at lowa City, 
and the familiar multi-colored for 
mation diagram is returned to Guy. 

Surprisingly, there are a number 
of wells put down by the Beemers in 
the area which are of the free flowing

One, sunk 15 years ago on a 


variety. 
nearby farm, is still gushing a 4-in. 
diameter stream. 

When Guy first began drilling, one 
of the first jobs he tackled was La- 
kota’s town water well. He put down 


a 6 incher 145 feet. More recently, 
he drilled Lakota’s second well and 
installed a water system. This one 
was a little larger, 7-inch, went down 

little deeper, 206 feet, and (with a 
turbine pump) brings up more water, 





150 gpm. One of his 22-W's put down 
the hole. 

Seventy-five miles southeast of La 
kota in Mason City, Guy went down 
1.355 feet lor a creamery’s water sup- 
ply in that city. That was 15 years 
ago, and he used an Armstrong on 
the job. Never belore or since has he 
put down a hole that deep. Not that 
Guy cannot handle the deep ones. 
It's just that his rigs, in hitting good 
water, have not been required to go 
down that far. The creamery job was 
an S8-in. diameter well, has a 100-gpm 
pump on it, and is doing nicely 
today. 

Phe “& Son” tag caretully lettered 
on his rigs and trucks relers to Guy's 
older offspring, Bob, who handles a 
good portion of the drilling along 
with allied activities. The voungei 
bov, Billy, is 18 and off to college

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expecting to put in a hitch in the 
service alter graduation, so it will be 
some time belore Guy can add the 
“Ss” suffix to the business’ title. 

Phe Beemer layout covers a lot of 
Lakota. On the northeast end ol 
town, a S1IX56 combination garage 
and workshop has just been built, 
complete with three extra wide over- 
head doors to accommodate a rig on 
its mounting. Further plans call fon 
a smaller building to be erected 
alongside the newly built’ one to 
house tools, auxiliary equipment, 
and a complete forge shop for dress- 
ing bits. 

The southeast sector covers one 
acre, and here lies an additional sup- 
ply of tools, plus a supply of casing. 
Eventually, Bob plans to build his 
own home on this site. 

In the center of the town, just a 
lew blocks off the main street, Guy 
and Mrs. Beemer reside at a recently 
constructed ranch home, which dou- 
bles as an ofhce for the business. 


Adequate Forge Shop 


Presently, 
sharpening equipment consists of an 
outdoor set up, but it does serve the 
purpose, has in fact lor some time. 
Its steel stand has a Champion electric 


seemer’s forge and bit 


blower mounted on the underside, 
and with a couple of anvils, complete 
welding and cutting torch equip- 
ment, hammer and tongs, quenching 
vat, etc., is more than adequate to 
handle any bit sharpening or tool re- 
pair work that arises. Along with 
Guy and son Bob, John Shear, a full- 
time driller who has been with the 
Beemers for eight years, works many 
of the jobs, and helps with forge shop 
processes, too. 

In his three decades of putting 
down water wells, Guy is able to 
relate stories of many a drilling and 
fishing job, and often does. Like the 
time his triend, B. Zenders of Colter, 
lowa, was busy putting down a farm

well in South Dakota. It was back in 
July of this vear, when, with the hole 
down 640 feet, his bailer was lost. 
Lowering the tool string in an eflort 
to retrieve the bailer complicated 
matters, for the entire set ol tools 


stuck and without fishing jars on the 
tool string, he was in real trouble. 
He called on Guy who, alter studying 
the problem, fashioned a cable cutter 


(8-ft. long, 334-in. diameter solid rod) 
which was lowered on the sand line. 
With that piece acting as a hamme 
and the tools as anvil, the cable was 
severed in short order, after which 
with the proper fishing tools he was 
then able to haul out the tools and 
the bailer. 


Guy Makes a Trade 


Or the time Guy himself was down 
close to 200 feet when caving sand 
buried $1,200 worth of iron. It took 
a lot of juggling, but with Beemer’s 
well conditioned rig, he was able to 
recover the string. 

But the story Guy likes best to 
relate centered around a recent trip 
he took with Mrs. Beemer to the 
Mayo Bros. clinic in’ Rochester, 
Minn. It was the Mrs. who was to 
undergo treatment, but while he was 
up there, Guy reasoned he might just 
as well get a physical check up. He 
went through all the tests, was of the 
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opinion he had passed with lots to 
spare. Then one of the examining 
physicians called for Guy, took him 
to a conlerence room: his suburban 
dwelling was in need of a well, and 
noting the patient’s occupational 
listing, asked if he wouldn't put in 
the water supply. Guy would indeed, 
was very happy to oblige. ‘Then 
thinking back to the rigors of the 
physical exam the doctor had put 
him through, notified the good doc 
tor that it would cost a lot more 
money lor Guy to poke one hole into 
his property than the many his prob 
ing fingers had inflicted upon Guy's 
person. 

Whether or not Guy has a fool 
prool system. of success for othe 
water well contractors is not his con 
cern. One thing he is sure of: that 
the combination of new rigs and well 
conditioned trucks, a good advertis 
ing program, and a_ reinvestment 
factor has worked to his advantage 
lor manv vears and he intends to 
follow the pattern he has successfully 
set for his business. 





Credit Extended to Improve 
Farm Water Supply 


By L. H. Houck 


ATER tables over the country 

are receding. Drought condi- 
tions are prevalent in about two- 
thirds of the nation according to a 
geological survey report. Ground 
water levels over two-thirds of the 
southland are at or near record low 
levels. Many communities are short 
of water and some utilities and in- 
dustries have been affected. Uncount- 
ed farmers, too, have been affected 
both trom lack of rain for crops and 
from low ground water levels from 
whence water for stock and othe 
farm uses must come. 

In an effort to alleviate some of 
the farmers water problems, Con- 
gress this year passed a bill to extend 
the Water Facilities Act of 1957. 
Under the extension loans for farm- 
stead water supplies and irrigation 
svstems were made available through- 
out the United States. Credit for 
irrigation systems and farmstead 
water supplies has been available in 
17 western states since 1937 and the 
recent legislation has extended the 
water facilitv loans to all states. De- 
tails and routine regarding terms and 
the amount available in the various 
states and counties have been devel- 
oped to handle loan applications. 
The driller may be able to expedite 
loans and get started on wells by 
working with the farmer through the 


local Farm Home Administration 
Ofthice. 

If you want to sell water wells 
under the new conservation law, it 
will be well to take these facts with 
vou as every person covered may not 
vet be tully aware of his rights. 

Unlike the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration loans which are usually 
repaid to the lending institution di- 
rectly, the new program, often called 
the new soil and water conservation 
program, will be in the hands of the 
Farm Home Administration. They 
will collect the payments even 
though the money has been advanced 
by a private lender. Better spell out 
Farm Home Administration in cor- 
respondence as its initials are the 
same as Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, which has nothing whatever 
to do with water conservation. or 
well drilling. 

Who Is Eligible? The FHA says 
that a farmer must have sufficient 
experience or training to indicate 
that he has reasonable prospects for 
conducting successful farming opera- 
tions and be unable to obtain a loan 
at reasonable rates and terms from 
others. 

For What Can the Money Be 
Used? Almost all sound measures fo1 
soil conservation and water develop- 
ment and specifically for: construc- 
tion and repair of terraces, dikes, 
ditches, ponds, tanks, establishment 








A shot in the arm was given to thirsty farmers around the 
country. Farm Home Administration will help to supply the 
backing while drillers administer the serum: water wells. 
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and improvement of permanent pas- 
tures (a new deep well might do this); 
tree planting, well drilling, purchase 
of pumps and irrigation equipment; 
basic application of lime and _fer- 
tilizer but not annual applications. 
Loans cannot be used for any annu- 
ally recurring costs or anything that 
can be considered as farm operating 
expense. 

How Can the Loan Money Be 
Used? It can be used to pay the cash 
costs for materials, equipment and 
services directly related to the estab- 
lishment of measures for water de- 
velopment, soil conservation, con- 
servation and use, as well as drain- 
age. In connection with well drilling, 
the loan may be used to pay all costs 
of drilling the well and for the pur- 
chase and installation of pumps and 
water systems for irrigation equip- 
ment. However only projects en- 
dorsed by the Extension Service and 
the Soil Conservation Service will 
get loan money. These agencies will 
also furnish the applicant with engi- 
neering service and advice and the 
well driller will do well to work with 
these agencies as well as the prospec- 
tive borrower. The alert driller in- 
terested in setting up some advance 
orders might increase his business by 
getting the prospective applicant and 
these agencies together on a program. 

How Much Can Be’ Borrowed? 
Much has been printed about the 
availability of $25,000 per applicant. 
This is the top limit under the new 
law. Each applicant will be able to 
borrow only the amount necessary 
to cover a project which has been 
engineered and approved and it is 
expected that the average loan to 
each farmer under this program will 
be $5,000 or less. 

When Must the Money Be Re- 
paid? Officials state that loans are to 
be repaid within the shortest period 
consistent with the ability of the 
borrower and that no loan will be 
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extended beyond the useful life of 
the improvement or the security 
whichever is less. 

In no case will loans be made to 
individuals for more than 20 vears. 
Associations (non-profit) primarily 
engaged in serving their members 
and directly related to soil conserva- 
tion, water and drainage may borrow 
up to $250,000 and get 40 years to 
pay it back. Many of these organiza 
tions are interested in wells. 

What Security Does the 
ment Require? The actual security 
will be “the best lien obtainable on 
chattels or real estate to the extent 
necessary to adequately protect the 
government's investment.” ‘These 
loans are expressly designed for those 
who are unable to get a loan clse- 
where without the assistance of the 
government and it is assumed that 
the government will be most reason- 
able in the matter of security. How- 
ever, it IS a good selling point on 
water wells, to know and tell the 
prospect of the conditions under this 
law which require a borrower to 
state that he is unable to get the loan 
elsewhere or is unable to meet the 
requirements elsewhere. The farme 
who is already heavily mortgaged 
might still be able to get one of these 
loans since the improvement. will 
definitely increase his farm property 
value and also will extend his possi- 
bilities as to income. Each borrower 
also is expected to refinance the bal- 
ance of his loan when he can obtain 
a loan at reasonable rates and terms 
from other sources. 

Where to Apply For Loans: All 
loans, direct or insured, must be ap- 
plied for at the county offices of the 
Farmers Home Administration, and 
the applicant must have his property 
in the county in which he makes his 
application. There are 1,500) such 
offices serving all agricultural coun- 
ties throughout the United States,

Valves Release Air 
From Well Pump Systems 


An improved line of air release 
valves has been announced tor 
automatically venting air from 
tanks in) both deep and shallow 
well pumping systems. 

The release valves consist olf a 
valve and fittings, a lever and ball 
float inside of a case. The inlet is 
at the bottom and the air vent. is 
at the top. Liquid raises the float 
and holds the valve closed—a_ li- 
quid is necessary to actuate the 
float. An accumulation of air on 
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gas lowers the liquid level, caus- 
ing the float to drop. This opens 
the valve and vents the air or gas. 

The line includes three diflerent 
styles of air release valves. ‘These 
are: the standard Silvertop air re- 
lease valve made in six sizes, {rom 
14- to 2-14-in. inclusive lor pressures 
up to 250 psi; the forged steel Sil- 
vertop for use on high pressures 
up to 500 psi, made in three sizes 
with pipe connections from = 1-in. 
to 2-in. and the Anderson No. “O” 
the original air release valve, made 
in the 34-in. size for a maximum 
pressure of 150 psi.

Indiana 


Legislative action in Indiana next 
vear to set up regulations over well- 
drilling and surface water, together 
with controls over artificial rain- 
making, was advocated by a special 
drought committee of the State Leg- 
islative Advisory Commission. 

Another committee, headed by 
Robert W. Kellum, executive secre- 
tary of the State Flood Control and 
Water Resources Commission, was 
named to prepare specific recom- 
mendations for submission to the 
1955 legislature. 

The State Budget Committee 
earlier approved a proposal calling 
for expenditure during the 1955-57 
biennium of $800,000 in) state and 
federal funds for a topographical 
survey of the state as a step toward 
determining the state’s water re- 
sources and needs. Vhis proposal will 
require legislative approval. 
Nebraska 

State Geologist E. C. Reed, writing 
in a publication of the Division ot 
Nebraska Resources, said well irriga- 
tion in Nebraska can be expected to 
double in the next 10 to 20 years. 

Noting that the state’s under- 
ground reservoir is estimated to con- 
tain one billion acre feet of water, 
Reed said irrigation wells now are 
using not more than one million acre 
leet a vear. At present there appar- 
ently are about 10,0000 irrigation 
wells in the state, furnishing water 
to about 635,000 acres of land, he 
said. 

Although pointing out that any 
reservoir can be exhausted if more 
water is taken out than is put in, 
Reed continued: 

“We can salely assume that there

is about as much groundwater leav- 
ing the state through underflow as 
there is entering the state. 

“Tt is our opinion that the average 
annual increment to groundwater is 
about eight million acre feet. Our 
present. total utilization is about 
three million acre feet including 
domestic, industrial, well irrigation 
and sub-irrigation use. Therelore, we 
have a balance in our favor of about 
five million acre feet per vear. 

“Although utilization of all this 
balance would seriously reduce 
stream flow within the state, it 1s 
believed that half of this balance, 
about 2,500,000 acre leet, can be 
utilized without serious effects on 
stream flows. 

“It may be expected that increase 
in well irrigation mav double in the 
next 10 to 20 years, but it appears 
that there should be available about 
1,500,000 acre leet of water lor indus- 
trial and other uses. 

“With more conservation farming 
and more storage of flood = run-oft 
water, there is a good possibility that 
the annual recharge of groundwate 
can be increased in the state, and 
make available additional supplies.”

Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands. The eligibility ot 
applicants will be determined by 3- 
member county committees of the 
FHA and applications of veterans 
will receive preference in processing. 


Where the Money Comes Irom: 
Loans may be supplied by private 
lenders and insured by the govern- 
ment. Or the FHA may use funds 
allotted to it by Congress but loans 
from these appropriated funds will 
only be available when insured funds 
are unobtainable. So when the pros- 
pect tells you that there are no local 
banks who want to loan under the 
program, he may be eligible to bor- 
row direct from FHA. The FHA is 
authorized to insure loans up to 
$25 million to be loaned to the 
farmer who cannot get an insured 
loan. The cost of either loan ts the 
same. If the money is borrowed di- 
rectly from the government, the bor- 
rower will pay 5°, interest. If it is an 
insured loan, he will pay 1°), interest 
and 1°, for the insurance. Any pri- 
vate lender will get 4°,. This prob- 
ably will not be a popular loan with 
the financial institutions in) many 
localities.

Work with State Director 


Undoubtedly problems will come 
up which will require rulings and 
interpretations. Under the law a 
larmer mav be able to use the loan 
to bring an unproductive or even 
wild area of his farm into production 
by deep wells for stock or othe 
measures but he will first have to get 
the approval of local FHLA officials. 
An alert driller, could for instance, 
have a workable and desirable plan 
lor a series of stock water wells in 
connection with the establishment ol 
a permanent pasture on land which 
is now worthless. He could take his 
plan to FELLA officials, get their en- 
dorsement and then approach the 
owner ol the land. Each state has a 
director and the driller might) do 
well to contact him for well drilling 
prospec ES: 

It is certain that the driller who 
lamiliarizes himself with the require- 
ments under the law will be able to 
accomplish much more when talking 
to prospects flor wells. He should 
have all available information with 
him and keep in contact with the 
FHA officials in all counties in which 
he expects to operate and to pledge 
his full cooperation in furnishing a 
quality job. 

The experience of the driller will 
ke sought in connection with cost 
estimates because he will be ina post- 
tion to know the water tables and 
the different levels at which usable 
water mav be obtained.
